The t'S Census Bureau e*t ireated that there were 2.5 oilllon refugees in Paki- 
stan as of taid-1932, based on the nuabers of refugees registered by the United 
Nations Hi^h Coaaissioncr for Refugees between 1979 and the end of 1931, esti- 
mated net gains of 25, GOO during 1962, and the ^stiraatcd number of births and 
deaths occurring m the refugee population. The Census Bureau projects thai: the 
refugee population will reach 2.7 ail lion by 1985 and 3.2 million by 1990,^ even 
asjujAing that no acditisnai refugees will arrive or be repatriated after 1932.*
